401.   LOCK  PLATE,  NSN  1005-00-233-9031,  FOR  M16/M16A1  RIFLE.— a.   To 
insure  there  Is  no  misunderstanding  on  the  installation  and  use  of  the 
Lock  Plate,  for  M16/M16A1  Rifle,  the  following  Information  is  provided: 


(1)  There  Is  no  requirement  to  have  the  lock  plates  installed 
other  than  when  troops  are  actually  deployed  in  civil  disturbance 
missions. 

(2)  An  exceptionally  high  breakage  factor  has  been  experienced 
as  a  result  of  storing  weapons  with  lock  plates  attached. 

(3)  In  the  past,  these  excessive  losses  through  breakage  and 
procurement  problems  have  resulted  in  a  supply  shortage  of  the  lock 
plates. 

b.   Units  should  insure  that  lock  plates  are  retained  in  unit/or- 
ganization supply  areas  and  Installed  in  all  M16/M16A1  Rifles  used  in 
civil  disturbance  missions  prior  to  troop  commitment  on  the  street.
